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U.S. 62 FATAL CAR ACCIDENT 


Deadly highway claims another life 


County's efforts successful 
to lower the speed limit

Another fatal crash on U.S. 62 
claimed the life of Courtney Meyers 
of Holland, Ohio, on Thursday, Aug. 
14. 

Myers, who Kentucky State 
Police confirmed was a passenger 
the gnarled blue Dodge Dart, was 
involved in the collision at the inter¬ 
section of Hunter Ridge Drive and 
U.S. 62. She died from her injuries at 
the University of Kentucky Medical 
Center in Lexington. She was only 20 
years old. 

Myers is one of four who died in 
crashes on the same stretch of U.S. 62 
since 2011. 

Morgan Hellard, 23, of Lawrence¬ 


burg and Vicki Fackson, 49, of Ver¬ 
sailles were both pronounced dead at 
the scene on U.S. 62 near the intersec¬ 
tion of Lock Road in November 2011. 

Marie Garmon, 43, of Lawrence¬ 
burg, died in September 2012 after 
being struck head-on by a dump 
truck driven by Eric D. Jenkins on 
U.S. 62 near Starhill Way. 

John Wayne Conway, Anderson 
County judge-executive, said he has 
been working since around 2012 to 
get the speed limited lowered on U.S. 
62. 

Just last week Conway said he got 
confirmation from the Kentucky 
Department of Transportation that 
the speed limit on U.S. 62 just within 
city limits to Lock Road was reduced 
from 55 to 45 mph. 

The signs were in the process on 
being put up Thursday of last week 
when the most recent fatal accident 


occurred. 

“It’s a congested area through 
there. You can stop a lot quicker at 
45 than 55,” said Conway. “My main 
concern was about the heavy truck 
traffic along 62. I’m glad the depart¬ 
ment of transportation took the fis¬ 
cal court and my recommendation to 
lower the speed limit.” 

Conway said he expects for there 
to be more patrolling of U.S. 62 in 
Anderson County to familiarize peo¬ 
ple with the new lowered speed limit. 

He said he hoped this effort would 
lessen the severity of accidents along 
U.S. 62. 

State police confirmed that Kody 
Weiss, of Ohio, was the driver of the 
Dodge Dart and Dana Nichols of 
Lawrenceburg, was the driver of the 
Jeep involved in the collision. Both 
have been treated and released from 
the hospital.

City ponders 
costly 
stormwater 
compliance 

Council waits on fiscal court 
to conduct sign ordinance 
second reading

The Lawrenceburg City Council 
sought out information to discuss the 
next steps necessary to be in compli¬ 
ance with state-mandated stormwa¬ 
ter runoff regulations Monday of last 
week. 

CDP Engineers Inc., an engineering 
firm based out of Lexington, has been 
guiding the city through the process. 
It presented information on the steps 
the city has already taken and the 
steps it will be expected take in the 
near future. 

Currently, the cost is being man¬ 
aged through the city’s general fund 
at around $20,000, but Mayor Edwin- 
na Baker said she fears that as the 
requirements become more strident, 
the city will not be able to manage 
the cost through the general fund 
alone. 

“This is a very expensive project,” 
said Baker. 

In 2010, U.S. Census data revealed 
that Lawrenceburg had more than 
10,000 residents, placing it within

It started out with Jim Sayre grow¬ 
ing out his beard after completing 
active duty in the Army in 1959 and 
grew to be a rewarding career imper¬ 
sonating America’s 16th president, 
Abraham Lincoln. 

He chronicles memories, travels 
and people he encountered during his 
31-year career in his book “Memories 
of the Great Pretender.” 

“A lot of people always said he 
looks like Lincoln,” said his wife, 

Mary Sayre. 

A friend encouraged him to enter 
in a Lincoln look alike contest in 1983. 
Sayre decided it might be fun and 
gave it a try. With little information 
about the contest, he rented a $50 
costume and showed up at Lincoln’s 
birthplace in Hodgenville, where the 
contest was held.

Phase II of the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agen¬ 
cy’s Municipal Separate 
Storm Sewer Systems 
(MS4s) program to pre¬ 
vent harmful pollutants 
from being washed or 
dumped into stormwa¬ 
ter drains. 

In 2011, the city was 
issued a letter, letting it 
know it would soon be 
expected to comply with 
the MS4 standards. 

Since then, Tom 
Bond, city code enforce¬ 
ment, has taken on 
the responsibility of 
MS4 coordinator. Bond 
has worked with CDP 
Engineers Inc. for edu¬ 
cational opportunities to 
learn more about MS4 
compliance. 

Bond said the city has 
mapped and identified 
all storm sewers with 
special computer soft¬ 
ware, street sweeping to 
reduce waste entering 
the storm drains and 
passed out educational 


material to the public. 

“We are right where 
we are supposed to be,” 
said Baker. 

Another portion of 
the MS4 compliance is 
the city’s implementa¬ 
tion of an ordinance 
that details construction 
site runoff requirements 
for anyone who disturbs 
at least an acre of land, 
post-construction man¬ 
agement, Bond’s code 
enforcement authority 
and the illicit discharge 
of items in the stormwa¬ 
ter drains. 

Bond said he expects 
the MS4 compliance 
to be not as difficult 
for Lawrenceburg 
because it does not have 
combined storm and 
sanitary sewer lines. He 
said cities are expected 
to separate those lines 
and it’s a huge financial 
burden for cities such as 
Lexington to have had 
to shoulder. 

Lexington imple¬ 
mented a water quality 
management fee to help 
provide funding for MS4 
and other projects to 
improve water quality. 


According to the City 
of Lexington’s website, 
single-family homes 
and duplex residents 
are required to pay one 
ERU (Equivalent Resi¬ 
dential Unit) per month, 
amounting to $4.63 per 
ERU. 

Since Lawrenceburg 
is so early in the pro¬ 
cess, Scott Southall, vice 
president of sustain¬ 
ability and marketing 
for CDP Engineers Inc., 
said he could not give 
an estimate on the total 
cost of the project at this 
time. He said if the cost 
became unmanageable 
through the General 
Fund, the city could also 
pursue a water qual¬ 
ity management fee of 
some sort to help offset 
the cost. 

Every five years, the 
city has to obtain a new 
MS4 permit from the 
state. The end of this 
year will mark the end 
of the current five-year 
cycle. The city came into 
the middle of a five-year 
cycle, but ultimately the 
goal is to have a fully 
functional MS4 manage¬ 


ment program at the 
end of a complete five- 
year cycle. 

Bond said the city 
will have to comply 
with MS4 and budget 
for it from now until 
forever, making it a long 
term costly project. 

The next step will 
be to conduct storm¬ 
water sampling during 
drought weather. Bond 
said this is pivotal to 
be able to determine 
if there are pollutants 
and illicit discharges in 
the storm water drains, 
track them upstream 
and determine the 
source. 

Baker said she expects 
to have the first reading 
of the stormwater ordi¬ 
nance at next month’s 
city council meeting. 
Other news 

Larry Hazlett, public 
works director, present¬ 
ed information about 
the Equalization Basin 
Project progress. Recent¬ 
ly, 180 yards of concrete 
was poured for the foun¬ 
dation of the basin. He 
said once that sets, the 


walls will be poured. 

The Equalization 
Basin Project has been 
an ongoing project for 
more than a year to cre¬ 
ate a concrete basin to 
hold runoff rainwater 
near the city’s wastewa¬ 
ter treatment plant. The 
plant processes around 
1.8 million gallons of 
water per day but it 
can reach an average 
of 10 million gallons of 
water per day during 
wet weather conditions, 
about 1 million gallons 
more than plant’s capac¬ 
ity. 

The new equaliza¬ 
tion basin will be able 
to hold 2 million gal¬ 
lons to help keep the 
treatment plant from 
reaching the maximum 
levels of water. Last 
December, the council 
unanimously accepted 
a $1.2 million bid from 
Hubert Excavating of 
Sal visa for the equaliza¬ 
tion basin project. 

Hazlett said he 
expects the project to be 
complete in October. 

The following con¬ 
struction bids were also 


approved: 

•$167,875 for C&S 
Quality Services to con¬ 
duct improvements to a 
500,000-gallon standpipe 
storage tank. 

•$63,790 for Melvin 
Jones Excavating to con¬ 
duct waterline replace¬ 
ment at Ballard Street. 
Sign ordinance 

The city council 
moved to wait on the 
second reading of the 
new sign ordinance to 
give it time to review 
the changes made by 
the Anderson County 
Fiscal Court and give 
fiscal court a chance to 
approve its second read¬ 
ing of the ordinance. 
Baker suggested the city 
council wait on fiscal 
court since the new sign 
ordinance is a joint city 
and county venture; 
both parties have to 
approve it. 

“Since it’s a joint ordi¬ 
nance, we have to be 
consistent,” said council 
member Sandy Goodlett.

He placed first in the beard 
competition, earning a $25 
prize. He also placed third in 
the overall look-alike contest, 
earning another $25 prize. 
Sayre figured he broke even 
on the costume rental, and he 
didn’t think much of it until 
the phone calls came rolling 
in from churches, schools and 
parades looking for a Lincoln 
impersonator. Just by word 
of mouth, Sayre was open for 
business. 

In order to play to part, 
Sayre felt he had to look the 
part. It became necessary to 
have a costume made for him 
instead of constantly rent¬ 
ing a suit. He purchased hair 
dye to cover his graying hair 
and shoe inserts to give him 
the 6 feet, four inch Lincoln 
stature. 

He researched extensively 
on Lincoln. He started with 
“Abraham Lincoln” by Carl 
Sandburg, and now he has a 
small Lincoln library at his 
home with more than 200 
books. He said his favorite is 
“Lincoln” by David Herbert 
Donald. 

Sayre said he actually has 
a lot in common with Lincoln. 

“Lincoln was born in 
Kentucky; I was born in 
Kentucky. Lincoln walked 
to school;I walked to school. 
Lincoln attended a one-room 
school;I attended a one-room 
school,” he said. “Lincoln 
married a lady from Fayette 
County; I married a lady from 
Fayette County. Lincoln’s 
wife’s first name was Mary; 
my wife’s first name is Mary. 


Lincoln’s wife was wealthy, 
and that is where the com¬ 
parisons end,” he said while 
laughing. 

Sayre said you can’t be an 
impersonator without a sense 
of humor. 

He said his wife of 58 years 
has been very supportive of 
his career. She helps critique 
his routine, travels with him 
at speaking engagements and 
gave him feedback to write 
his book. 

“He loves doing this,” said 
Mary. 

Some of his favorite audi¬ 
ence reactions come from 
children. During school pre¬ 
sentations, he often brings 
along a smaller Lincoln suit. 
He’ll ask the kids “who wants 
to be president?” 

Hands fly up in the there. 

“You have to give a speech,” 
he’ll often say. 

Sayre selects one student in 
the class has him or her wear 
the Lincoln attire and make 
a persuasive speech to win 
classmate’s votes. 

“That’s something that 
they’ll never forget,” said 
Sayre. “I’m nobody, but I rep¬ 
resent somebody. You’d be 
surprised how many kids rec¬ 
ognize Lincoln.” 

Mary Sayre said he always 
interacts with his audience 
and never says no to a picture. 

On one occasion, he had 
made a presentation on top 
of a river boat. He made his 
way to the beach and several 
people were taking photos 
with Sayre. It was a very hot 
day, and Sayre took off his 
coat and vest and was mak¬ 
ing his way to the car with 
his wife. He saw a young boy 
in a wheelchair who couldn’t 
get across to the beach to 


have his picture taken. He 
quickly put his suit back on 
and walked to the young boy 
and asked if he could have his 
picture made with him. 

“It really made his day,” 
Sayre said. 

While impersonating Lin¬ 
coln, Sayre has had the oppor¬ 
tunity to meet a variety of 
people including former First 
Lady Laura Bush in 2008. He 
said it was a great privilege to 
meet Medal of Honor recipi¬ 
ents in 2012 at the KFC Yum! 
Center in Louisville where 
he was asked to speak. He 
described it was one greatest 
honors of his Lincoln imper¬ 
sonating career. 

Sayre learned to hone his 
skills from watching other 
presenters. He become a 
member of the Association 
of Lincoln Presenters where 
all the actors could benefits 
from each other’s experience. 
In 1998, he went to their con¬ 
ference which was held that 
year in Charleston, Illinois. 
The “Today Show” filmed the 
conference. 

“We had all makes and 
models of Lincoln,” Sayre said. 
“We even had a bald one that 
described himself as ‘Lincoln 
with the top down.’” 

He developed close rela¬ 
tionships with other portray¬ 
ers including Cliff and Joan 
Howard. Sayre worked with 
Cliff Howard, who portrayed 
Jefferson Davis, to conduct 
a 45-minute debate in Ken¬ 
tucky, West Virginia, Indiana, 
Pennsylvania and New York. 
They debated on a variety of 
issues such as the U.S. Con¬ 
stitution, states’ rights, the 
Civil War and habeas corpus. 
They performed the debate so 
many times it was committed 


to memory and comparable 
to a dance. Howard would 
make a point and Sayre 
would always has the rebut¬ 
tal. Howard would often go 
off script. 

“He was a character,” said 
Sayre. “He would always ad 
lib on stage. I later found out 
from his wife that he did that 
to keep me on my toes.” 

Howard passed away five 
years ago, and Sayre vowed to 
never do another Lincoln and 
Davis debate with anyone 
else. 

Sayre has even traveled 
as far as the Island of Tinian, 
which is about 80 miles north 
of Guam. 

In 2007, Sayre started 


working with the Kentucky 
Humanities Council, Inc. to 
book his appearances. He 
estimates that he has made 
around 2,000 presentations as 
Lincoln. This will be his last 
year as a full-time Lincoln 
impersonator, but he’s not 
exactly giving it up com¬ 
pletely. Sayre said he hopes to 
let his gray hair grown in and 
do a few appearances as the 
“ghost of Lincoln.” 

“I never thought it’d evolve 
into what it did,” he said. “I 
don’t regret it at all. It’s been 
fun, educational and taken 
me to places I never thought 
I’d go.”

LPD: ‘Drive sober or get pulled over

If you drink and drive in 
Anderson County beware, the 
Lawrenceburg Police Depart¬ 
ment has joined forces with law 
enforcement throuhgout the 
nation for the “Drive sober or 
get pulled over” campaign Aug. 
13-Sept. 1. 

The strong nationwide 
impaired driving crackdown will 
include high-visibility enforce¬ 
ment, high-profile events and 
will be supported by national 
paid advertising, creating a com¬ 
prehensive campaign to curb 
alcohol impaired driving in 
August through the Labor Day 
holiday. 

The Lawrenceburg Police 
Department said its officers 
will be aggressively looking for 
impaired drivers during the 
crackdown and will arrest any¬ 
one caught driving impaired. 

“On average there is one alco¬ 


hol impaired driving-related 
fatality every 53 minutes across 
America. But this tragic loss of 
life can be reduced if we get 
impaired drivers off our road¬ 
ways,” said Sgt. Chris Beach. 
“Research shows that high- 
visibilty enforcement like ‘Drive 
sober or get pulled over’ cam¬ 
paign reduces alcohol-impaired 
driving fatalities by as much as 
20 percent. By joining this nation¬ 
wide effort, we will make Ander¬ 
son County’s roadways safer for 
everyone throughout the Labor 
Day period.” 

Last year, Kentucky recorded 
more than 5,750 alcohol-related 
crashesm resulting in 146 deaths 
and more than 3,000 injuries. 
During the Labor Day holiday 
weekeend, eight people were 
killed and 388 were injured on 
our roadways. 

“Obviously we want to remind 
everyone that it is illegal to drive 


impaired, and we hope the cam¬ 
paign will remind people that if 
they plan on drinking, to bever 
ge behind the wheel,” said Beach. 
“But if someone does choose to 
drive impairedm we will arrest 
them. No warinings. No excuses.” 

According to the Lawrence¬ 
burg Police Department, viola¬ 
tors face jail time, loss of their 
driver’s licneses and steep 
financial consequences as higher 
insurance rates, attorney fees, 
court costs, lost of time at work 
and the potential for loss of job. 
When family, friends and co¬ 
workers find out, violators also 
often face tremendous personal 
embaressment. 

“Driving impaired is simply 
not worth the risk. So don’t take 
the chance. Remember, we will 
be out in force and we will be 
watching so ‘Drive sober or get 
pulled over,”’ said Beach.

I wore my strand of pearls today, the ones my 
husband gave me on our wedding day 

Though I have a good amount of jewelry in 
my wooden jewelry box, this piece is my favorite.

Depression can be 
treated successfully 

R obin Williams was an amazingly talented 
actor and comedian. He was a devoted 
philanthropist who dedicated time, talent 
and funds to help individuals and groups enjoy a 
better quality of life. Williams also suffered from 
depression. He died August 11, an apparent sui¬ 
cide. 

About six million men in the United States 
experience a depressive disorder. About 65 per¬ 
cent of the men with depression will go undiag¬ 
nosed and without treatment. About 97 percent 
of those reporting depression also report that their 
work, home life and relationships suffer as a result 
of depression. 

Men experience physical symptoms such as sleep distur¬ 
bances, feeling fatigued or weak, or unexplained back pain, 
headaches, digestive disorders and chronic pain. Emotional 
symptoms include anger and frustration, irritability and 
restlessness, feeling worthless, and feeling sad. Men more fre¬ 
quently report fatigue, irritability, loss of interest in work and 
hobbies and sleep disturbances. Men are not as likely to report 
sadness, worthlessness, guilt, anxiety, or crying. Men may 
often try to mask depression with alcohol, drugs, overworking, 
blaming others and aggression. 

Depression can be fatal as it was for Robin Williams. Yet 
many people let depression go untreated. Some say that 
depression will pass so why should I do anything. The truth 
is that while depression may lift after a period of time, symp¬ 
toms will return more quickly next time and may be more 
severe. 

About 80 percent of people who experience depression will 
receive relief from treatment. A combination of talk and 
medication therapy provides the most effective treatment. 
Unfortunately the other 20 percent of people who receive 
treatment for depression won’t find much sustained relief. For 
them, depression is often fatal. Nevertheless, an 80 percent 
positive response to treatment is high. 

The University of Kentucky Extension Service offers a six 
class series on depression. Each class targets a specific group 
and can stand alone as a separate presentation. Participants in 
the Blue to You educational program will learn ways to sup¬ 
port a loved one who experiences depression and encourage 
them to complete treatment. 

The program objectives are to help participants: 

Increase knowledge of depression 
Identify symptoms of depression 

Locate resources for additional information and treatment 
Recognize the negative effects of stigma toward people suf¬ 
fering from depression

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Start canning your summer bounty 


F inally, a good long drink 
arrived and the gardens 
and wildflowers went 
“ahhhhhh.” Mother Nature 
sure has been stingy with her 
water this season, especially 
here on the farm. Even my 
purple cone flowers were look¬ 
ing droopy. 

Out here on “The Ridge,” 
rains frequently go around us. 

It can be pouring down in town 
and we may get only sprinkles 
here on the farm. Occasionally, 
the tables may turn, but that’s usually in 
the winter. 

Once again, my bumper berry crop turn 
into a dried berry crop, just as the harvest 
began. I seem to average a good crop every 
three years. On the bright side, the wild 
grapes are looking good. Of course, we have 
to wait until the first frost to pick those. 
The frost makes them sweeter. I may get 
some jelly yet! 

My bush blue lake beans couldn’t han¬ 
dle the dry season and production was way 
down from what I expected. So, back to the 
pole beans I go. Pole beans are just more tol¬ 
erant of the dry spells. I get tired of lugging 
the hoses around the farm and I’m not a big 
fan of the treated water. 

On the bright side, my tomatoes will 
produce through fall until that first snap of 
frost. Consequently, they are the last crop 
to be canned. You can make 15-20 quarts 
from 53 pounds of tomatoes. I cut my toma¬ 
toes into large pieces to can, because I can 


always put them in the blender for juice if 
I need it. 

If you want to can beans then 30 pounds 
will make 15-20 quarts. One bushel of sweet 
corn (62 ears) will produce 8-10 quarts. It 
takes 10-14 pounds of potatoes to make 7 
quarts, and believe me when I tell you that 
homegrown potatoes are far better tasting 
than anything you can buy. 

Since we need seven servings of fruits 
and vegetables a day, canning fruit should 
be on our list as well. It takes 42-48 pounds 
of apples to make 12-15 quarts of apple¬ 
sauce. Two quarts of grapes will make 1 
quart of jelly. With peaches it takes 48 
pounds to make 18-24 quarts. It takes 56 
pounds of pears to make 20-25 quarts. 

Now you’ve got all of the amounts to 
figure how much you need to can in order 
to feed your family until the next harvest. I 
usually think of it in weeks. I plan on using 
one quart of beans and corn each week. If 
I start eating my canned goods in Septem¬ 
ber, and want enough to last until July, 
that’s about 32 weeks. That means I need 32 
quarts of each. Since I use my tomatoes in 
all kinds of dishes, I double that amount. 

Now get out there and work your tail 
off! This is no time to take it easy. Fall is 
just around the corner and the amount of 
sunlight is dwindling daily. It won’t be long 
before it’s time to start refreshing the soil 
with compost and covering the beds for 
winter. At least now we can still nip into 
the garden for a little snack while we work.

Try these methods to controls wasps, hornets

O ur office 
has 

received 
many calls 
over the last 
month regard¬ 
ing hornets and 
yellowjackets. 

Hornets are far 
more danger¬ 
ous to control 
than paper 

wasps. Hornets nests can 
contain thousands of wasps 
which are extremely aggres¬ 
sive when disturbed. A 
full wasp suit sealed at the 
wrists, ankles and collar is 
recommended when dispos¬ 
ing of a hornet nest. 

Treatment can be accom¬ 
plished by applying a wasp 
freeze-type, aerosol insec¬ 
ticide or dust formulation 
(Sevin, or Ficam,) directly 
into the nest opening. These 
nests are often located out 
of reach and removal is best 
accomplished by a profes¬ 
sional pest control firm. 
Hornets are still active at 
night but if you attempt 
to apply a treatment this 
should only be done at night 
with a wasp suit. 

Yellowjackets are also 
another dangerous wasp 
that can become extremely 
aggressive when the nest 
is disturbed. Treatment 
of yellowjackets should be 
performed late at night 
after all yellowjackets are 
in the nest and less active. 
Approach the nest slowly 
and do not shine the beam 
of the flashlight directly 
into the nest entrance as

this may startle the wasps; 
instead, cast the beam to 
the side to illuminate the 
nest indirectly and place the 
light on the ground rather 
than in your hand. 

Hornets and yellow¬ 
jackets spend the summer 
searching plants for insects 
to capture and carry back to 
the nest as food for develop¬ 
ing larvae. Vision and learn¬ 
ing are key parts of their 
success in locating prey 
and returning to produc¬ 
tive sites. Most tend to stay 
within a few hundred feet 
of their nests and are not 
aggressive. That can change 
quickly; movements toward 
the nest may provoke an 
aggressive defense. Hornets 
and yellowjackets can sting 
repeatedly and often attack 
as a group if disturbed. 

Their sharp stingers pro¬ 
duce a painful sensation 
that may intensify after 
their venom is injected. 
Severe reactions can occur 
in sensitive people or those 
who are stung many times. 

European hornets 

European hornets (or 
giant hornets) are 11/2-inch- 
long yellow and brown 
insects with dark wings. 
They build enclosed paper 
nests in hollow trees, barns, 
attics, and wall voids. An 
average nest will have 200 
to 400 workers by late sum¬ 


mer. These large hornets 
usually only sting when 
threatened, but they will 
defend their nests vigorous¬ 
ly. They fly at night and are 
attracted to lights, so they 
may crash into windows 
after dark. 

European hornet work¬ 
ers and males die in the fall, 
leaving an empty nest. Fer¬ 
tilized females survive the 
winter under the protective 
covering of loose bark or 
other sheltered places. They 
will found new colonies in 
the spring. European hor¬ 
nets capture large insects - 
grasshoppers, flies, bees, etc., 
to chew and feed to their 
larvae. Some will girdle 
twigs and branches of lilac, 
birch, ash, and other spe¬ 
cies. Sap collected from the 
wounds provides them with 
energy and water. 

Bald-faced hornets 

The bald-faced hornet 
is 1/2 to 3/4 inch long with 
distinct black and white 
markings; its wings are dark. 

Also called the aerial yel- 
lowjacket, this species builds 
paper-covered football¬ 
shaped nests that often 
hang from tree limbs. Often 
the nests are high enough to 
minimize encounters with 
people. Bald-faced hornets 
are not aggressive while 
searching for insects to feed

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What does the County Clerk's Office do?

When most individuals think of 
the Anderson County Clerk’s Office, 
motor vehicles come to mind. How¬ 
ever, motor vehicles are just a small 
portion of our job responsibility. 

Kentucky is one of only a few 
states that have numerous job titles 
in one office. 

Below is a short list of some of the 
duties that the county clerk’s office is 
responsible for: 

•Taking, recording and indexing the 
minutes of the fiscal court. 

•Issuing and recording marriage 
licenses. 

•Certifying property tax rates from 
the taxing districts and reporting 
them to the state. 

•Printing of all property tax bills. 

•Recording and permanently pre¬ 
serving deeds, mortgage, marriage 
licenses, wills, ordinances, notary 
bonds, etc. 

•Licensing motor vehicles, campers, 


trailers, boats and motorcycles. 

•Collecting taxes on motor vehicles, 
campers, trailers, boats and motor¬ 
cycles. 

•Reporting and disbursing all col¬ 
lected taxes to the appropriate taxing 
districts. 

•Issuing handicap placards. 

•Issuing hunting and fishing 
licenses. 

•Processing, filing and indexing all 
voter registration cards. 

•The security of all voting equip¬ 
ment, ballots and supplies. 

•Calculating and certifying the 
voted ballots on election night. 

•Receiving all delinquent property 
tax bills from the sheriff’s office on 
April 15. 

•Collecting delinquent property tax 
payments from the taxpayer until 
they are sold at the yearly tax sale. 

•Advertising delinquencies and 
conducting the sale of delinquent tax 
bills.

their young, but they 
will defend their nest. 

Peak colony size is 
usually between 100 
and 300. Workers search 
for flies, caterpillars, 
and spiders to feed to 
their developing larvae. 
All individuals except 
fertilized queens die in 
fall. Surviving queens 
develop a new nest in 
spring. 

Yellowjackets 

Yellowjackets build 
paper nests below 
ground, often in aban¬ 
doned chipmunk bur¬ 
rows or other tunnels 
made by small mam¬ 
mals. A colony may con¬ 
tain 800 to 1,000 workers. 
Like the other species, 
fertilized queens survive 
winter in sheltered plac¬ 
es and establish colonies 
in spring. Yellowjackets 
capture insects to feed 
their developing larvae 
but also will collect 
meat from carcasses or 
scraps. 

Yellowjacket, wasp and 
hornet management 

Do not seal openings 
to active nests. 

Unless a nest poses a 
serious threat, leave it 
alone and avoid the area 
until late fall. 

All nest inhabitants, 
except fertilized queens 


that have left for pro¬ 
tected overwintering 
sites, will die in the fall. 
Then, it will be safe to 
remove nests in attics or 
wall voids and to plug 
entry ways. While old 
nests are not reused, 
openings may be dis¬ 
covered by a searching 
queen and a new nest 
may be built. 

If nest removal is 
required, hire a profes¬ 
sional with the equip¬ 
ment and experience to 
do the job safely Serious 
injuries can occur while 
treating an active nest. 

Know which wasp 
or hornet is causing the 
problem. Differences in 
nesting site, colony size, 
and food preferences 
may call for different 
strategies. 

Yellowjackets are 


attracted to soft drinks, 
some meats, candy, 
fruit, and ice cream. 
Keep these items cov¬ 
ered, especially soft 
drink cans and cups. 

Outdoor trashcans 
are very attractive 
to yellowjackets. Use 
plastic can liners, tight 
fitting lids, and remove 
trash frequently. Yel¬ 
lowjackets return 
repeatedly to a good 
food source from nests 
more than 1,000 feet 
away.

PIONEERS & PATRIOTS OF ANDERSON COUNTY 


A new book is available in 
compact disc form. It is an 
index of Anderson Countians 
in military service from the 
Revolutionary War through 
World War I 

Compiled by Futher Daven¬ 
port, it is called “Pioneers 8c 
Patriots of Anderson County, 
Kentucky” it has over 2,600 
individudal outlines and 1,050 
pages of bios, letters, photos, 
pension, applications, discharge 
documents, pay stubs, etc. 

Excerpt of a bio 

Edmund Alexander — Born 
about 1792, he was a son of Wil¬ 
liam Alexander and Margaret 


Bailey Alexander. His father 
was a veteran of the Revolu¬ 
tionary War. 

Edmund grewup on the fam¬ 
ily farm on Salt River. He was 
married in Mercer County on 
Dec.25,1821 to Miss Eliza Phil¬ 
lips. They became parents ofll 
children — Alameda, William, 
Francis, Elizabeth, Marillis, 
Robert J., James, George Wash¬ 
ington, Mary Ann, John Fuke, 
and Robert Johnson. 

In 1829, Edmund joined his 
brother George W., and moved 
to Edgar County, Ill. He was liv¬ 
ing there in 1831 when Chief 
Black Hawk led his people into 


land that had previously been 
ceded by a treaty 

Governor William Henry 
Harrison viewed this action 
as an invasion. Federal troops 
were brought in to convince 
the Indians to leave, but they 
refused. 

As tensions increased, 
local militias were called up. 
Edmund volunteered for mili¬ 
tia duty; however, later that 
year the Alexander brothers 
received word that their father 
was in poor health andnear 
death. They returned to Ken¬ 
tucky in early 1832. 

A general history of the war 


indicates that after a decisive 
victory for the Indians at Still¬ 
man’s Run in May 1832, they 
gained courage, and increased 
their raids against isolated set¬ 
tlements and outposts. 

After a series of small 
engagements and a few isolated 
massacres of white settlers, 
the war came to a head onAug. 
1,1832 with a heated two-day 
battle at a place called Bad Axe, 
near the Mississippi River. 

He returned to Edgar County, 
to reclaim his homestead. He 
eventually moved his family 
to Finn County, Missouri where 
he died 1846. 
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Even Christians can be depressed, 
but Christ understands our grief

L ast week, 
we were 
shocked 

and saddened by 
the news that 
comedian Robin 
Williams took his 
own life after an 
extended battle 
with depression. 

His death is shin¬ 
ing a bright light 
on this dark mal¬ 
ady that is associated with many 
stigmas and misunderstandings, 
particularly how this disease can 
touch anyone, no matter your 
position in life. 

Depression is one of the most 
common emotional ailments 
among Americans today. Accord¬ 
ing to the Anxiety and Depres¬ 
sion Association of America, 40 
million adults are troubled by 
this malady, and more than one 
in 10 adults are taking a prescrip¬ 
tion antidepressant, which is also 
the primary medication taken by 
adults ages 18 to 44. Depression 
has become so commonplace that 
pharmaceutical companies are 
investing millions of dollars each 
year to advertise their products 
directly to the consumer. 

But it is a mistake to see 
depression purely as a biological 
condition, as nothing more than 
a product of our brain chemistry. 
This view will lead depression 
being treated, in all cases, like dia¬ 
betes - through medication and 
management. Conversely, it is 


equally mistaken to view depres¬ 
sion as purely spiritual and seek 
to repudiate any use of medical 
means. Depression can, and often 
does, have physical causes. It is in 
these situations that medicinal 
treatment can prove helpful. 

Many well-known individuals 
from history have suffered from 
depression. John Bunyan, author 
of The Pilgrim’s Progress, wrote 
that he was “a man of despair, 
rejected, abandoned, shut up in 
this iron cage from which there is 
no escape.” 

Famous British preacher 
Charles Spurgeon often struggled 
with depression. He once wrote 
described it as an “iron bolt [that] 
mysteriously fastens the door 
of hope and holds our spirits in 
gloomy prison.” 

Abraham Lincoln described 
himself as the most miserable 
man living. “If what I feel were 
equally distributed to the whole 
human family, there would not 
be one cheerful face on earth. 
Whether I shall ever be better, I 
cannot tell; I awfully for bode [sic] 
I shall not. To remain as I am is 
impossible. I must die or be bet¬ 
ter, it appears to me.” 

As I said, no one is immune to 
depression; not even the Chris¬ 
tian. 

Theologian Sinclair Ferguson 
wrote that, “Everything about 
life may be out of sorts, even 
though life is centered upon God. 
We are like a ship, tossed to and 
fro, here and there. The very fact 


that we are anchored to God, and 
not adrift, means that the bat¬ 
tering we receive is all the more 
insistent and painful!” 

Just because we are called to 
live with a view to the eternal, 
and the glories that await the 
child of God, does not mean that 
we are expected to be emotion¬ 
less people. We are flesh and 
blood people who live in time 
and space, and our minds and 
bodies are under many pressures 
that will not leave us unmoved. 
Even our Lord Jesus felt the 
pressures of human emotions 
and their troubling effects (John 
12:27; Mark 14:33-34). 

Depression is a complex mala¬ 
dy because humans are complex. 
Yet despite this and the debilitat¬ 
ing nature of this disease, the 
cross of Christ is greater than 
any affliction we endure. The 
only hope is the person and work 
of Jesus Christ. The Scriptures 
teach us that Christ has borne 
our grief and carried our sorrows 
(Is 53:4). He was himself acquaint¬ 
ed with grief (Is 53:3). 

Thus the Gospel is for the 
whole person. We must receive 
counsel from the cross, keeping 
the gospel at the center of all we 
say. We must keep the glory of 
Christ before us, and understand 
that the Christian life does not 
necessarily mean freedom from 
affliction. Upholding Christ and 
keeping the Gospel at the fore 
will go far in aiding in our recov¬ 
ery.

The Kentucky Personnel Board recently con¬ 
ducted an election to fill two seats for state merit 
employees. 

The other five members are 
appointed by the governor. Ballots 
were sent to approximately 26,000 
state employees, and included 23 can¬ 
didates with the top two elected to 
the Personnel Board. 

Larry Gillis, of Lawrenceburg, fin¬ 
ished first in the balloting and will 
return to the Personnel Board for the 
next four years. 

According to a news release, Gillis is a current 
member of the Personnel Board, having been 
selected by the Personnel Board to fill an unex¬ 
pired term in December 2008. This is his second 
term. 

The Personnel Board was created to safeguard 


that state merit system and promotes merit prin¬ 
ciples in government service and the improvement 
of personnel standards. 

The Board hears appeals of merit employees 
and other employees who believe they have been 
penalized without cause. 

In addition, the Board has the authority to con¬ 
duct investigations of merit system violations and 
to promulgate the administration regulations con¬ 
cerning the state personnel system. 

Gillis has 22 years of state service and is the 
assistant director of the division of employee man¬ 
agement within the Kentucky Personnel Cabinet. 

He is a 1986 graduate of Bardstown High School 
and a 1990 graduate of the University of Kentucky 
with a bachelor’s degree in history and a minor in 
political science. 

He is also a 1995 graduate of Kentucky State 
University with a master’s degree in public admin¬ 
istration. 



Extension conference offers support 
to grandparents who are raising children

The numbers are increasing. 
According to U.S. Census figures, 
from 2000 to 2010 the number of 
Kentucky children living with 
someone other than their parents 
increased by more than 200 per¬ 
cent in some counties. 

That shift in parenting respon¬ 
sibilities can often bring its own 
set of challenges, and those who 
find themselves caring for grand¬ 
children or nephews or nieces 
can sometimes find themselves 
at a loss for support. 

The University of Kentucky 
Cooperative Extension Service 
will host the 2014 Grandparents 
as Parents Conference from 9 
a.m. to 2 p.m. Sept. 3 at the Madi¬ 
son County Extension Office, 230 
Duncannon Lane, Richmond. 

Participants will find answers 
to questions, learn about the 
resources available to them and 
meet with other people in the 
same situation. 

“What I hear from family 
resource centers is this is such an 
epidemic, and people really need 
to know what resources are out 


there for them,” said Pam Fran¬ 
cis, Madison County Extension 
parenting educator. 

“This is to let people know 
we’re here, so if they need help 
or resources, they’ll know who to 
call.” 

According to Francis, grand¬ 
parents often find themselves 
in difficult positions when they 
take on the responsibility of rais¬ 
ing their grandchildren. 

“Their age, their incomes, their 
health; it’s very demanding, so 
I know they need support and 
encouragement, because they’ve 
really taken on a tough thing,” 
she said. 

“One of the problems is many 
children have emotional prob¬ 
lems due to a parent’s death 
or military service, abuse and 
neglect, or alcohol or drug abuse 
in the family.” 

Guest speakers at the confer¬ 
ence will include Papaw Max 
and Lexi, who will speak on their 
relationship from perspective of 
both the grandparent and grand¬ 
child. 

“We saw them at the Lexing¬ 


ton conference, and they were so 
personable. He’s a grandfather 
who took in his granddaughter. 
She has a beautiful story of how 
her grandfather rescued her,” 
Francis said. 

“We’re looking forward to 
hearing from them.” 

Donna Bentley will discuss 
preparing for the future in crisis 
situations with Life in a Box, a 
program she has developed with 
the National Guard for military 
families. 

Judy Keith, who addressed the 
issue of grieving at last year’s 
conference, will return this year 
to discuss bullying and attention 
deficit hyperactivity disorder, 
ADHD—issues that many grand¬ 
parents have to deal with.

You’ve got to love this time of the 
sports year. 

Even though Anderson County 
is waiting a week to kick it off, high 
school football gets under way in 
Kentucky this weekend. 

Most of the other 
fall sports at the high 
school level got started 
with the real thing this 
week, too. Golf has been 
hacking for about three 
weeks now and cross 
country takes to the 
hills very soon. 

Other than big post¬ 
season games, it is the 
best time to just sit back 
and watch. 

Unless, of course, you are a Cincin¬ 
nati Reds fan. If you have enjoyed 
watching the Reds’ August swoon, 
then there is not much hope for you. 

But if you are a high school sports 
fan, this is your time. 

If you just like watching the kids, 
no matter what the sport, it’s likely 
that you can have your pick just 
about any time from now until late 
October, when the soccer and volley¬ 
ball seasons end. 

If you are just a football fan, 
Anderson County opens at home 
next week against George Rogers 
Clark and has a game every week 
- no open dates - through Oct. 31. If 
the Bearcats win their district, which 
they are a slight favorite to do, their 
first three post-season games would 
be at Warford Stadium. 

Told you it was a great time of the 
year. 

Over the years, I have wondered 
why I keep coming back. After all, 
the big boys in this business are 
working at some major college sta¬ 
dium on Saturday or are in some big 
city on Sunday. To many, it would 
seem weird that guys like me are 
content hitting some out-of-the-way 
town and working some venue with 
few amenities or conveniences. 

It’s easy. In a world where I pay 
big bucks to see guys who are paid 
millions to play a game, high school 
sports are the best bargain in town. 
You can take a family of four to a 
high school football game for less 
than what it takes for one person 
to attend a big time college football 
game. A lot less. 

If you can find a major college 
football or basketball ticket for 25 
bucks, let me know about it. 

Also, there is some semblance of 
purity in high school sports. While 
it’s true that corporate sponsorship 
has been creeping into the high 
school games for years, it’s also true 
that few, if any, are making big bucks 
on the high school game. 

Most of the kids playing are doing 
so because they enjoy the games 
and just want to play. While fandom 
sometimes focuses on the ultra-gifted 
athlete who will command a free 
education, the truth is that only a 
select handful will ever compete 
after they graduate from high school. 
Simply acknowledging that makes 
the high school game special. 

I think of kids like Matt Sprague 
who pulled down a fourth-down pass 
to give Anderson football a regioanl 
title in 2011. He played two more 
football games but his dream was to 
get an appointment to the Air Force 
Academy, which he did. 

I could fill an entire column with 
similar stories. 

You have to also love the unpre¬ 
dictability of high school sports. Kids 
who are 15- to 18-years-old are going 
through so many physical and emo¬ 
tional changes. They deal with stud¬ 
ies, boyfriends and girlfriends, break¬ 
ups, wondering how to get tickets to 
see Taylor Swift, or any number of 
things that distract them. 

And those distractions make for 
some monumental surprises at times. 

Finally, I love high school sports in 
a small town. 

And Fawrenceburg is one of the 
best high school sports towns around. 
It’s not uncommon for visiting 
coaches to note the packed stands at 
Anderson County. Usually, people are 
tailgating almost as soon as the park¬ 
ing lots clear after school, then by 
game time, the home side is usually 
standing room only. 

You’re watching your son play left 
tackle or your daughter cheer. You 
are watching your grandkid or neigh¬ 
bor in the band. 

It’s that atmosphere that makes 
high school sports special. 

They are here once again.

Optimism high for Lady Bearcats 


Talented team healthy 
again as season begins 


6-0 several weeks earlier.

By his very nature, at 
least when talking about 
his Anderson County girls’ 
soccer team, Jason Earnest 
is one of those guys who 
would focus on the sliver of 
sunshine in the midst of a 


rainstorm. 

To say Earnest is opti¬ 
mistic is kind of like saying 
the sun rises in the east, so 
that makes the larger than 
normal smile he’s wearing 
as the 2014 season opens 
significant. 

It makes one take notice 
when Earnest says, “Our 
starting 11, plus two or 
three more, is as strong as 
we have been since Madi¬ 
son Carter and that group 
were seniors. This team 
is probably not at that 
level yet, because we are 
so young, but iit should be 
the best group we have had 
since then.” 

That 2010 team that 
included 10 college play¬ 
ers, including Carter, who 
signed with Division I 
Eastern Illinois, not ancient 
history. It went 16-6-2 and 
advanced to the regional 
semifinals and will remain 
the most recent benchmark 
for Earnest’s program. 

Yet, he asserts the cur¬ 
rent team can be just as 
good despite going just 6-14- 
2 a year ago. 

For one thing, the injury 
bug that riddled last year’s 
team should be under con¬ 
trol. Mix a healthy group of 
veterans with some dynam¬ 
ic young players and Ear¬ 
nest believes the formula 
for success is there. 

“I am really excited 
about this year and next 
year,” Earnest says. “This 
senior class is very solid. 
The junior class has some 
good defenders. We have 
a lot of quickness in the

freshman and sophomore 
classes.” 

It adds up to a year when 
Anderson should be the 
favorite to regain the 30 th 
District championshp it 
won two years ago. Earnest 
believes it could be the 
springboard to something 
even better. 

“This year, we will com¬ 
pete the best we can,” he 
says. “I think we can com¬ 
pete with the top teams and 
hopefully, we will just keep 
getting better.” 

A year ago, injuries 
caused Anderson to 
struggle early as the Lady 
Bearcats won just one of 
their first six games. Late 


in the year, Anderson went 
through a stretch of losing 
six out of seven. It was so 
uncharacteristic of Lady 
Cat soccer during Earnest’s 
16-year tenure. 

But something clicked 
at tournament time when 
the Lady Bearcats defeated 
Shelby County in a game 
that was more one-sided 
than the 2-0 final would 
suggest, then lost to Spen¬ 
cer County, a Top 20 team, 
in the final that went to a 
penalty-kick shootout. 

At the Eighth Region 
Tournament, the Lady 
Bearcats also dropped a 1-0 
decision to Simon Kenton, a 
team that had beaten them 


The winning goal came 
with about six minutes to 
play. 

“I take the blame for 
the losses at the end of last 
year,” Earnest says. “All we 
had been working on was 
defense. The whole core of 
our season at the first, we 
are working on defense. By 
the end of the season we 
should have scored more 
goals.” 

Gone from that team are 
forward Carrie Isaacs, now 
playing at St. Catharine Col¬ 
lege, midfielder Niki Curt- 
singer, who initiated much 
of the Anderson attack, and 
defenders Sandra Nava and 
Mary Lee. 

Anderson did struggle 
to score last year, but the 
flip side is that Anderson’s 
defense kept the Lady 
Bearcats in games. 

“We are defense first,” 
Earnest says. “You have to 
score to win, but we are 
always going to be in the 
game because we can shut 
other teams down.” 

Earnest, an avid Ken¬ 
tucky Wildcat basketball 
fan, sounds almost like John 
Calipari when he says he 
would like for the defense 
to set the offense. 

Translation: Create turn¬ 
overs, fast break and make 
the most of those scoring 
opportunites. 

“At the beginning of the 
year, for sure,” Earnest says. 
“We are young. We have a 
freshman, Taylor Harley, 
who will be playing a lot 
at forward. We have some 
other very young players. 
One thing we have worked 
on a lot is creating opportu¬ 
nities from our defense. We 
want to be high pressure 
from our defense.” 

Speedy junior Allie John¬ 
son, last year’s leading scor¬ 
er, returns at one forward 
while senior Anna Cornish 
is also back and, hopefully, 
healthy after a year of inju-

Toles controls Dix River, leads Bearcats to big day 


Anderson junior takes top 
honors in Garrard tourney

It was a week of ups and 
downs for the boys’ golf 
team from Anderson County 
High School. 

The Bearcats turned in 
one of their best rounds 
away from the home course 
at Wild Turkey Trace on 
Saturday, but the team had 
a down day in a loss at Scott 
County on Thursday. 

“Maybe it was last year’s 
black state tournament 
shirts,” Anderson coach Jim 
Beward said of Saturday’s 
fifth-place finish in the 
Whitaker Bank Golden Lion 
Invitational, hosted by Gar¬ 
rard County High School. 
The tournament, held at 
Dix River Country, saw the 
Bearcats place fifth in the 
16-team field, shooting a 
composite 324. 

The Bearcats had worn 
last year’s state tournament 
shirts as a reminder of what 
the team could accomplish. 

Junior Zachary Toles 
carded an even-par 71 for the 
individual championship, a 
first for an Anderson golfer 
away from the home course 
at Wild Turkey Trace in 
recent memory. 

“This was the kind of 
round that we have been 
waiting for from Zachary,” 


Beward said. “This course 
really fits his eye and his 
shot shape well. He focused 
on every shot and had a 
clear sense of what needed 
to be done. This was easily 
the best job of course man¬ 
agement that we have seen 
from Zachary in his Ander¬ 
son County career. He putted 
well and his long game was 
as good as I have seen it.” 

Toles outlasted Meade 
County’s Spencer Heckert by 
a stroke and was two strokes 
better than Danville’s Spen¬ 
cer McKinney and Taylor 
County’s Andrew Scalos. 

As a team, no other 
Anderson golfer shot better 
than a 10 -over, but it was 
good enough for the Top 5 
finish on a day when strange 
things were happening on 
the Dix River course. 

“All four of the remain¬ 
ing players took at least one 
triple-bogey in their rounds,” 
Beward said. “To finish in 
the Top 5 in a tournament 
while taking an 88 as one of 
your (four) counting scores 
indicates that something dif¬ 
ferent occurred that day. 

Jordan Morgan carded 
an 81 on the day followed 
by Hayden Elder’s 84 and 
Bray den Nicholson’s 88 . 

Two days before, the 
Bearcats dropped a 157-168 
decision to Scott County at 
Cherry Blossom. Beward said 
the team endured a two- 
hour bus ride, brought on by 
traffic snarls on Interstate 


64, then did not shoot well 
onced at the course. 

“Our kids got off the bus 
not ready to play and it 
showed in the performance. 
There were too many big 
numbers and too little focus 
on the issue at hand. Both 
teams had to play through 
the rain. Scott County played 
and we let it get to us.” 

The Bearcats also had a 
personal loss over the week 
as Morgan’s grandfather and 
guardian, Merle Morgan, 
died following a battle with 
bone cancer. “Merle has been 
a devoted follower of Bearcat 
golf through all of his grand¬ 
sons coming through the 
program,” Beward said. “We 
had many conversations on 
the golf course and it was 
evident that he loved those 
grandsons and had a passion 
for them and for golf. Sev¬ 
eral members of the team 
attended Tuesday’s funeral 
service out of respect for 
him and to support Jordan. 
Merle will be missed and the 
program will honor him in 
the future.” 

The Bearcats return to 
action Wednesday with a 
match against Collins at 
Shelbyville Country Club, 
then play Saturday at the 
Tates Creek Invitational, 
held at Tates Creek Golf 
Course in Lexington.

Perfect weather conditions should signal great dove season

Hunters have more 
time to pursue doves 
this season

The diminishing 
daylight hours, foggy 
mornings and slightly 
different angle of the 
daytime sun informs 
hunters the best time of 
year is upon us. 

Dove season opens on 
Labor Day, Monday, Sept. 
1 statewide. This season, 
hunters have an addi¬ 
tional 20 days to pursue 
doves, with most of 
those days scheduled for 
the last two segments of 
the season. The opening 
segment of dove season 
closes Oct. 26. Dove sea¬ 
son opens again Nov. 27 
and closes Dec. 7. The 
third segment opens 
Dec. 20 and closes Jan. 11, 
2015. 

“The crops are on 
time and on schedule 
and everything is teed 
up and ready for dove 
season,” said Rocky 
Pritchert, migratory 
bird coordinator for the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “The outlook 
for dove season is posi¬ 
tive. The habitat is look¬ 
ing really good.” 

Pritchert reports 
seeing early silage 
and tobacco harvest, 
which is a good sign for 
the upcoming season. 
“The one negative may 
be with the habitat 
so abundant, birds 
may be less likely to 
concentrate,” he said. 
“Whenever you have an 
abundance of habitat, 


the birds could spread 
out after opening day 
to areas undisturbed by 
hunting.” 

The public dove 
hunting fields on both 
private lands and on 
department wildlife 
management areas 
are in great shape for 
the upcoming season, 
Pritchert said. Fields 
on private land open 
to public hunting on 
Sept. 1 and close Sept. 


2 through Sept. 5 and 
open again on Sept. 6 
(fields hosting mentor/ 
youth dove hunts don’t 
open to public hunt¬ 
ing until Sept. 6 ). Dove 
fields on wildlife man¬ 
agement areas open to 
public hunting Sept. 1, 
but those hosting men¬ 
tor/youth hunts open 
to public hunting Sept. 
2. All of the public dove 
fields on private lands 
close to hunting Oct. 24. 


Consult the 2014-2015 
Kentucky Dove Hunting 
Guide available online 
at fw.ky.gov for a list 
of public dove fields. 
Printed versions of the 
guide will be available 
in a few days wherever 
hunting licenses are 
sold. 

Scout the dove fields 
you plan to hunt, 
whether public or pri¬ 
vate, before the season. 
Study how doves enter 


the field. “Look for any 
tree lines, power lines, 
fence lines or brush 
lines doves are using for 
fly ways,” Pritchert said. 
“Position yourself along 
those flight lines. Place 
your back to the sun so 
you are not looking into 
it.” 

Pritchert also recom¬ 
mends finding a position 
in the dove field with 
some sort of backdrop. 
“You don’t want to be 
silhouetted on an open 
hillside,” he said. “Find 
cover or a rise behind 
you.” 

Some dove hunt¬ 
ers possess a cavalier 
approach to hunting on 
opening day and wear 
bright shirts and hats 
with unnatural colors. 
“Always wear subdued 
clothing such as greens, 
browns or camouflage, 
even on opening day,” 
Pritchert said. “Avoid 
wearing white, red, yel¬ 
low or chartreuse. You 
are not trying to attract 
a bass to hit a spinner- 
bait with your clothing. 
You want concealment.” 

A 12 - or 20 -gauge 
shotgun loaded with 
shotshells containing 
No. 7.5 or No. 8 shot work 
well for doves. Always 
be mindful of other 
hunters in the dove field 
and avoid shooting at 
low-flying birds. If you 
see ground, or objects 
close to the ground such 
as brush or a fence row 
when you shoulder your 
gun, don’t fire. 

“Always wear hearing 
protection and shooting 
glasses,” Pritchert said. 

Some landowners 
push the boundaries 
of the regulations in 
their desire for a good 
dove hunt and place 


attractants in the field. 
Pritchert said walk out 
into an unfamiliar field 
before the hunt and 
look for signs of baiting. 
Piles of wheat or grains 
spread on ground that 
hasn’t been prepared for 
a seedbed are warning 
flags. 

“It is hard to walk 
away, but that field 
may under surveillance 
by law enforcement,” 
Pritchert said. “It is bet¬ 
ter to be safe than sorry.” 

After opening week¬ 
end, hunting pressure 
often causes doves to 
change their behaviors 
and they don’t come to 
prepared fields with the 
same frequency. “Silage 
or harvested corn fields 
are good places to start 
later in the season,” 
Pritchert said. “Also, 
farm ponds can be real¬ 
ly good late in the day 
when doves are coming 
for water.” 

Target these areas 
in the additional days 
afforded during the sec¬ 
ond and third segments 
of dove season. “Those 
last two segments can be 
great hunting,” Pritchert 
said. “There are still a lot 
of doves in the state in 
late November, Decem¬ 
ber and January.” 

Pritchert recalled a 
recent late season hunt 
in which he harvested a 
near limit in a harvested 
corn field in December. 
“It never got above 30 
degrees that day,” he 
said. 

In addition to a valid 
Kentucky hunting 
license, dove hunters 
also need a Kentucky 
migratory game bird - 
waterfowl hunting per¬ 
mit. The bag limit is 15 
doves per day. 


Former UConn standout named UK women s basketball assistant

Williams’ hire rounds 
out the UK Hoops coach¬ 
ing staff as she joins 


new assistants Adeniyi 
Amadou and Christian 
Stefanopoulos. 

“I have been a long¬ 
time admirer of Tamika 
Williams and her con¬ 
tributions to the game 
of basketball,” Mitchell 
said. “To have the oppor¬ 
tunity to work with 
her on a daily basis is 
extremely exciting for 
everyone associated 
with our program. Her 
ability to impact our 
players in a positive 
way is something that 
I value greatly. Tamika 
has experienced suc¬ 
cess as a player, coach, 
broadcaster and in 


the business world. 

Her knowledge of the 
game coupled with 
the wisdom she can 
provide our players 
will be an invaluable 
asset to the Kentucky 
program. Tamika is a 
tremendous role model 
for our players and I 
couldn’t be happier to 
welcome her as the new¬ 
est member of the Big 
Blue Nation.” 

Williams, the sixth 
overall pick in the 2002 
WNBA draft, played 
seven seasons in the pro¬ 
fessional ranks before 
retiring in 2008. She 
played six seasons for 


the Minnesota Lynx, 
appearing in 185 games 
with 139 starts. Some of 
her highlights with the 
Lynx included leading 
the team in rebounds 
per game, breaking the 
WNBA single-season 
record for field-goal 
percentage, scoring 1,000 
career points and grab¬ 
bing 1,000 rebounds. In 
2008, she was traded to 
the Connecticut Sun 
where she played one 
season. Overall, she 
owned career aver¬ 
ages of 6.7 points and 5.6 
rebounds per game in 
the WNBA, while shoot¬ 
ing 55.9 percent from 


the field. 

During the WNBA 
offseason, Williams 
began coaching at The 
Ohio State University 
in 2002 as a graduate 
assistant before being 
promoted to assistant 
coach in 2003. She spent 
five seasons on the side¬ 
lines with the Buckeyes 
before taking the same 
position at the Univer¬ 
sity of Kansas from 
2008-11. 

The Dayton, Ohio 
native was the No. 
1 -ranked player in the 
nation by Blue Star 
Index coming out of 
high school. After being 


heavily recruited by 
almost every major col¬ 
lege women’s basketball 
program in the country, 
she chose to play for 
Geno Auriemma at Con¬ 
necticut from 1998-2002. 

In college, Williams 
didn’t miss a beat. Dur¬ 
ing her sophomore sea¬ 
son she was named Most 
Outstanding Performer 
of the 2000 Big East 
Tournament while help¬ 
ing the Huskies win the 
2000 National Cham¬ 
pionship. In her junior 
year she became the

had been running the program since 
his predecessor, Courtney DeLong 
Mangione, stepped down after two 
seasons. 

Mangione, who married during 
the summer, compiled a 39-33 record 
over two seasons and took the Lady 
Bearcats to the Eighth Region Tour¬ 
nament semi-finals in 2012, matching 
the longest post-season run in the 
Anderson program’s history 

Last year, the Lady Bearcats fell 
to eventual district champ Shelby 
County in the first round of post¬ 
season play. 

“Courtney was a good coach,” says 
Hardin, who was the her top assistant 
coach. “She and I worked together 
well.” 

And that means few changes for 
an Anderson team that could make 
another long post-season run. 

“Basically, I have the same role 
now as I did when she was coaching,” 
Hardin said. “Our attack is pretty 
much the same that we had.” 

The difference for a tall, deep and 
talented Anderson team is experi¬ 
ence. The Lady Bearcats lost only 
two players - Leah Mager and Brooke 
Marquardt - from last year’s club 
and return a nucleus that the Eighth 
Region coaches have tabbed as the 
fourth-best team in the region. 

The Lady Brearcats have size with 
seniors Rachel Swartz and Emily 
Couch along with juniors Katy Car¬ 
michael and Katie Crabtree.

also back. 

Campbell, however, 
is cautious in saying 
much about who might 
emerge to plug some of 
the holes left by gradu¬ 
ation. “We have some 
talented players,” says 
Campbell. “I don’t want 
to name names right 
now, to not put pres- 
sur on them. We have 
some players that will 
surprise some people 
this year. We have some 
sophomores who played 
(junior varsity) last year 
who are ready to step 
into the spotlight. 

“I don’t believe in 
putting young players 
in the spotlight like that.
